New thinking needed to go ‘beyond war’ 


By Veronica Garcia 


SAN CARLOS — ‘‘We have to learn to live without 
war. We have to change the way we think about war,”’ 
said Earl Atkinson, a full-time volunteer for Beyond War, 
an organization founded in Palo Alto which hopes ‘to 
build a world beyond war by changing society’s thinking 
about war.’ 


“We are calling for an end to war, not just nuclear war 
— but all war — now, in our generation,’”’ Atkinson said. 


ATKINSON’S REMARKS were made at a Beyond 
War introductory presentation Jan. 17 at the home of 
Carol Studebaker, who co-presented the evening. 
Studebaker is a member of St. Therese parish and has 
been active in Beyond War since its inception about 14 
months ago. 


’ The world has always been prone to use war and 
violence to solve problems, Atkinson acknowledged. “‘But 
the world is different now’’ because the use of nuclear 
weapons could lead to the extinction of all life on earth, he

added. 


“‘The unleashed power of the atom has changed 
everything save our modes of thinking and we thus drift 
toward unparalled catastrophe,’’ Atkinson said, quoting a 
1945 statement by Albert Einstein. 

SINCE THE atomic bombing of Japan, the world has 
been ‘‘drifting like a boat without a rudder...we’re just 
letting the current drag us along,’’ Atkinson said. 


“‘War is obsolete...that’s what Einstein meant — not 
extinct — but it (war), no longer works. If we keep going 
like we have been, we will extinguish ourselves. We can’t 
survive an all-out nuclear war. Everyone, even the 
president, knows that,’’ Atkinson said. 
~ Atkinson explained that “‘limited’’ nuclear war, as well 
as ‘“‘conventional wars,’’ are ‘‘nonsense’’ because these 
will ‘fend in a major nuclear war.’’

‘MUST BE CUT’ — The federal deficit 
“‘must be cut’’ and the military budget must 
share in spending reductions to reach that 
goal, Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago said in a speech in Washington Jan. 
17. Cardinal Bernardin spoke about U.S. 
poverty and the challenge it poses to the 
Church before an audience that packed the 
Catholic University of America’s Hartke 
Theatre. 


LEGITIMATE DEFENSE — Freedom of 
religion is a legitimate defense in the trial of 
Jack Elder, who is charged with transporting 
illegal aliens, U.S. District Court Judge 
Hayden Head Jr. ruled Jan. 17. Elder is 
director of Casa Oscar Romero in San Benito, 
Texas, a shelter for Central American refugees 
sponsored by the Diocese of Brownsville. He 
was indicted by a federal grand jury in April 
1984 for transporting three Salvadoran 
refugees to a local bus. station. 


DRIVER TESTIFIES — Father Jerzy 
Popieluszko’s driver, the only known witness 
to the pro-Solidarity priest’s kidnapping, 
described Jan. 17 how he hurled himself from 
a speeding car and spread word of the 
abduction. The driver, Waldemar 
Chrostowski, said the abduction, which ended 
in Father Popieluszko’s murder, was like a 
““gangster attack.”’ 


PRIEST MURDERED — A 47-year-old 
Italian Carmelite missionary was_ brutally 
murdered Jan. 7 while riding a motorbike to 
his mission in Madagascar, a Carmelite 
spokesman in Rome said. Father Sergio 
Sorgon, a member of the Venice province of 
the Discaleced Carmelites, was attacked by 


unknown assailants who. robbed, beat and 
beheaded him, a Carmelite spokesman said. 
‘“‘We had no reason to think that there was any 
danger there,’ the spokesman said. 


POPE LAUDS SPORTS — Sports is a

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Lay evangelists exhort laity to respond to the Lord's call 


First in a series

NORTH PARK — ‘‘We’re reciting the Creed, but 
we’re not proclaiming it to the world,’’ Charlie Osburn 
told participants attending the first session of his five-day 
School of Evangelism at St. Patrick’s Church Jan. 14. 


‘‘We should be zealous and excited about our mission 
as ambassadors in the kingdom of God!”’ the Catholic lay 
evangelist shouted. ‘‘We have been called by our baptism 
and confirmation to win the world for Jesus, and we are 
embarrassed to talk about Him.”’ 


OFTEN CONVERSING with the crowd of about 300 
as he paced up and down the center aisle, he explained the 
beliefs expressed in the Nicene Creed and demonstrated 
how Catholics should apply them to their lives. 


We can’t be satisfied by our possessions and positions, 
he said. ‘“‘Only God’s love and power can bring life. 
Everyone will disappoint us except Jesus when we trust 
Him.”’ 

Since we are ‘‘brothers and sisters created by our 
Father as originals, how can we be angry and jealous of 
one another?”’ he asked. ‘‘Loving our neighbor keeps us 
from sinning and being cut off from God’s grace,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘The Holy Spirit living in us will produce that 
love’’ that will enable us to ‘‘win people into the kingdom 
of God;’’ The gifts of the Spirit — wisdom, knowledge, 
healing, prophecy, tongues — ‘‘make us apostolic’’ and 
make God visible, he emphasized. ‘“‘Once we recognize 
these gifts and realize we are the Church, ‘‘the last thing 
we will do is sin in the Body of. Christ.”’ 


REFERRING TO the Incarnation, he told the 
congregation they ‘‘should rejoice in what God has done 
for them instead of walking around with sour-looking 
faces. This church should be filled with excited, 
celebrating Catholics,’ he exclaimed, jumping in the 
aisle. 


‘*Amen!’’ affirmed his audience. 


Osburn will also hold Schools of Evangelism at St. 
Michael’s Church, Paradise Hills — Jan. 21-25; Our 
Lady of Grace Church, El Cajon — Jan. 28-Feb. 1; Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Church, Calexico — Feb. 4-8 and 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help Church, Brawley — Feb. 
11-15. His presentations are sponsored by the Diocesan 
Charismatic Renewal Center. 


THIS YEAR about 14,000 Catholics in 10 states will 
hear Osburn tell them to announce Christ by feeding the 
hungry and visiting the sick. 


He pilots the twin-engine Aerostar, donated by an 
admirer, from one city to the next — from San Francisco 
to Burlington, Vermont; from Phoenix to Helena, 
Montana. Long before landing, the plane’s mission is 
announced by a stylized white dove painted on its tail 
above the words, ‘‘Jesus Is Lord.”’ 


‘““When Charlie shares his faith, he rises to a level of 
excitement that is altogether contagious,’’ said Msgr. 
Jeremiah O’Sullivan, pastor of St. James Church, Solana 
Beach, who has heard Osburn preach several times. 
‘“He’s flying high, but appreciates those not able to fly as 
high, or not able to fly at all.”’ 


SOME OF Osburn’s participants have joined his Good 
News Ministry in Pensacola, Florida. Last. summer 
24-year-old Dean Barreca became a member of that team, 
after hearing Osburn preach in Calexico. Barreca had 
been a youth minister in the Imperial Valley. 


“Charlie brought a new dimension of ministry,”’ 
Barreca said. ‘‘I was caught by the beauty and power of 
Vatican II and how it affects my life. Charlie gave me a 
vision of holding rallies and seminars to teach youth that 
if I can evangelize, so can they.’’ 


That vision became reality during the summer of 1983 
when Barreca conducted missions in five cities in India at

LIKE OSBURN, Barreca exhorts his listeners to 
respond to the document on the laity. ‘“‘We have been 
specially handpicked by God to be His apostles,’’ he told 
several hundred English-speaking native youth and adults 
at St. Patrick’s Church in Bangalore. ‘‘Because we are all 
sons and daughters of the Most High God, we are 
brothers and sisters. This common bond incites us to love 
each other. But to be capable of perfect love, we must let 
Jesus take up residence in our hearts, for He is the God of 
love and the Prince of Peace.’’

During her Spanish rallies, which she 
conducts four times a year in San Diego, packed 
auditoriums and stadiums vibrate with praying, clapping, 
singing and instrumental music. 


MORE THAN 1,700 Hispanics gathered last October 
7 for a rally in San Diego at the Al Bahr Temple, a few 
miles from the stadium where the Padres were battling the 
Chicago Cubs for the National League pennant. The 
spirit of Kramar’s crowd cheering for Jesus possibly 
rivaled that of the Padres fans. This exuberance faded as 
the audience listened to an evangelist read from Scripture 
the analogy of the vine and the branches. Kramar then led 
the congregation in singing Entre Tus Manos (Into Your 
Hands) as her fingers danced on her accordion. 


Later the participants formed circles of small groups, 
sang to the Holy Spirit and prayed for each other’s 
families. Kramar wove her preaching around the 
mysteries of the rosary. ‘“The Lord is calling each of us to 
be a spouse of the Church, just as the angel asked Mary at 
the Annunciation to be the Mother of God. Only after we 
experience the joyful and sorrowful mysteries, can we 
have the resurrection,’’ she said. 


Kramar then asked her audience to listen to the Lord 
calling them at that moment. She urged each member to 
make a commitment to God and to come forward as a 
sign of that resolve. Hundreds poured into the aisles to 


approach the platform. Kramar and another 
CharisMission evangelist prayed for each one’s 
perseverance. 


“T’VE KNOWN Marilynn for 14 years,’”’ said Father 
Michael Diehl, diocesan director of the Spanish 
Charismatic Renewal. ‘‘She has an intimate union with 
Christ and uses Scripture to draw people closer to the 
Lord and to the Father. She leads people into the Church 
by explaining its traditional teachings and sends them 
back to their parishes to work with their pastors,’’ he said.

The ‘great and lonely’ Day 


Archbishop John O’Connor of New York reports that a 
number of people have written him suggesting that Dorothy 
Day, founder of the Catholic Worker movement, be proposed for 
canonization. The archbishop, a lifelong admirer of Miss Day, 
thinks this an excellent suggestion and has asked the faithful of 
New York to let him know what they think about it. 


I think it’s a great idea, although I must confess I sang a 
somewhat different tune in the homily I gave at a memorial Mass 
for Miss Day in St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York a few weeks 
after her death. 


Despite Miss Day’s saintly qualities, I was not disposed — I 
said then — to pursue the question of formal sainthood. I have 
some reason to think that the late Cardinal Terence Cooke, who 
presided at the memorial Mass and who spoke movingly about 
Miss Day’s heroic life, disagreed with me but, characteristically 
was too courteous to embarrass me by saying so in public. 


Surely Dorothy Day was a saint in the sense the word is used in 
a recent book about the meaning of saints in the contemporary 
world. The book, quoting Thomas Merton, defines a saint as a 
sign of God. ‘‘The saint,’’ it says, ‘‘is a sacrament, a sign of 
mediating grace.’’ 


Dorothy Day certainly was a visible sign enabling the people 
and especially the poor of her own time and place to see, to know 
and to love the Father of us all. She was a pure gift of God to His 
Church. 


Much has been said since Miss Day’s death concerning her 
commitment to the poor, which impelled her to live with them, 
sharing their suffering, giving up her privacy, her mental, 
spiritual and physical comfort. It seems to me, however, that 
material poverty was not her heaviest burden. 


She suffered even more, I should think, from what the German 
theologian, Father Johannes Metz, aptly refers to as the poverty 
of uniqueness and superiority which is the honor and burden of 
great men and women in history. They all, Father Metz reminds 
us, carried a secret in their hearts that made them great and 
lonely; each had a mission which, because without parallel, 
offered neither protection nor a guarantee among other people. 
No one enjoys such responsibility. 


Father Metz says every secret of this type ‘‘makes one poor, 
especially when its enigma scandalizes others and_ is 
misunderstood.’’ The one possessing such a secret will inevitably 
be tempted, as Jesus was in the desert, ‘‘to repress the painful 
loneliness and individuality that foreshadow the terrible poverty 
and desolation of death, to betray (his or her) mission whatever it 
may be’’ and retreat into the anonymity of private life. 


Dorothy Day steadfastly resisted this temptation. By her own 
account, the secret of her perseverance was that throughout her 
life she kept repeating ‘‘that the Christian point of view was to 
keep in mind the failure of the cross.’’ In this respect, she was 
faithfully following Christ, who directed his message ‘‘to the 
poorest of the poor.’ 


Miss Day decided early that as a Christian she must try to do 
the same. She did so heroically and, by her own testimony, did so 
with ‘‘a joy that made her want to kiss the earth in worship, 
because His feet once trod the same earth.”’ 


It would be difficult to think of another Christian in modern 
American history who more richly deserves the honor of being 
proposed for canonization.

Who celebrates? 


After reading the ‘‘Faith Today”’ 
section in Southern Cross, Jan. 10 I would 
like to answer Father Lawrence Mick’s 
question — Who celebrates the Liturgy? 


I fully agree with Father’s answer and 
truly believe lay people must be educated 
to this fact. 


However, I do not believe the article 
goes deep enough. While Father brings 
out an important point he perhaps does 
not realize that all his readers do not have 
the same knowledge of Liturgy. 


Our faith teaches also the following, 
taken from the letter Dominicae Cenae from 
Pope John Paul II to all bishops, On the 
Mystery and Worship of the Eucharist: 


‘‘Secondary elements have undergone 
certain changes in the celebration of the 
Eucharist, but there has been no change 
in the essence of the ‘mysterium’ 
instituted by the Redeemer of the world at 
the Last Supper. The Eucharist is a holy 
and sacred action, because in it are the 
continual presence and action of Christ, 
‘the Holy One’ of God ... For it is He 
who, represented by the celebrant, makes 
His entrance into the sanctuary and 
proclaims His Gospel. It is He who is ‘the 
offerer and the offered, the consecrator 
and the consecrated.’ The priest offers the 
holy sacrifice in persona Christi, this 
means more than offering ‘in the name of 
or in place of’ Christ. Jn persona means 
in specific sacramental identification with 
‘the eternal High Priest’ who is the author 
and principal subject of this sacrifice of 
His, a sacrifice in which, nobody can take 
His place. Only He — only Christ — was 
able and is always able to be the true and 
effective expiation for all sin. Only His 
sacrifice — and no one else’s, was and is 
able to have a ‘propitiatory power’ before 
God, the Trinity, and the transcendent 
holiness.”’ 


Because ‘‘we’’ as the ‘‘Church’’ have a 
special duty to safeguard and strengthen 
the sacredness of the Eucharist, I urge all 
teachers to read and teach what the Vicar 
of Ghrist ‘teaches us in Dominicae Cenae as 
well as the article Jnaestimabile Donum. The 
pamphlets sell for 35 cents at the 
Daughters of St. Paul Bookstore.

Your article about me was well written, 
but I regret that I neglected to'mention to 
you that my brother, Father Harold 
Rigney, S.V.D., Divine Word 
missionary, had been appointed in 1946, 
by his Society of the Divine Word, to be 
the Rector-President of the Catholic 
University (Fu Jen) of Peking, China. In 
July, 1951, Father Rigney was arrested 
and imprisoned by the Chinese 
Communists on charges of being an agent 


of the CIA and FBI. 


Thanks to a letter campaign from 
Chicago, the State Department 
interceded for Father Rigney in 1955, 
and the communists released him Sept. 
11, 1955. On arriving in Hong Kong that 
same month, Father Rigney wrote his 
memoirs (entirely from memory) which 
appeared (1956) in book form as Four 


Years in a Red Hell, first printing March - 


1956 and was a best seller for six months. 


Then in 1956 the Divine Word Father 
General (in Rome) appointed Father 
Rigney Father provincial of the Divine 
Word Province of Ireland and England. 
‘Later, he was appointed the president of 
the San Carlos University, Cebu City, in 
the Philippines and afterwards he became 
president of the Divine Word College, 
Eppworth, Iowa. In June 1973, due to 
age and kidney failure he resigned this 
post, travelled to Chicago and went on the 
kidney-dialysis machine for the next six 
and a half years. Jan. 16, 1980, Father 
Rigney passed away and was buried in 
the Divine Word Cemetery, Techny 
(near Chicago), Illinois.

Things I'd like to see 
Under the category of ‘‘Things I’d like to see...”’ 


Following the greeting, ‘‘The peace of the Lord be with you 
always’’ and the invitation, ‘‘Let us offer each other the sign of 
peace’ the assembly does that and only that! Turning to those in 
immediate proximity, a handshake, embrace or kiss is exchanged 
depending upon which gesture seems most appropriate. 
Following this brief exchange (the ‘‘peace of Christ’? can be 
reverently shared with five.or six people in approximately 90 
seconds) all focus their attention on the Eucharistic bread for 
Holy Communion. It is this breaking of bread which is the focal 
gesture at this point in the Mass. As we who are many share the 
one bread whichis broken, all form one body in Christ (c.f. 1 
Corinthians 10:17). 

The sign of peace is not the time for personal introductions 
(that should have taken place before the liturgy began) nor is it 
the time to exchange golf scores or favorite recipes. And because 
Christ’s peace is already abroad among the assembly itself, it 
should not be experienced as a ‘“‘gift’’ from the presider. The 
priest, like the rest of the assembly, is asked to greet only those 
close by. To go up and down the aisle greeting everyone in sight 
is to unnecessarily prolong the rite and disrupt the flow of the 
liturgy toward Communion. 


Thus the rite of peace is much more than a friendly ‘‘hello’’ to 
our neighbors. It is a symbolic gesture and, as such, points to a 
reality beyond itself which it also makes present. In this case, that 
reality is the love of the Lord who unites us by his grace and 
invites us more deeply into that unity by sharing in the sacrificial 
meal of the Eucharist. The greeting of peace is a proclamation of 
the unity that already exists among us and is a symbol of even 
greater unity to come. When we take our neighbor’s hand, we 
are enfleshing peace that is more\than our own. We are 
enfleshing the peace of the Lord Himself manifest in and through 
us.

The copywriters who produce the ads for the state lotteries and 
the new breed of television evangelists are peas out of the same 
pod. 

I live in one of the states that has a lottery (New Jersey) and 
work in another one (New York). The eyes and ears are under 
constant bombardment by the seductive promise of 
instantaneous wealth beyond the powers of imagination. Get rich 
quick is the message. It is as simple as buying a ticket. If you 
don’t win this week, you have no one to blame but yourself. Be 
an instant millionaire! No mention of probable failure, of course. 
You can’t win if you don’t play. 

THE GANG that writes those ads are good. They have a 
profound understanding of human motivation, They focus 
straight in on the target marked ‘‘greed’’ and hit the bullseye. 


Now let’s turn our attention to that other bunch, that new breed 
of television preachers. They are also a modern American 
phenomenon. I decided a while back that if I wanted to be up on 
what was going on in this country, I had better start listening to 
them. 

Let me say right at the start that I have been greatly impressed 
by their polished performances. Folk wisdom has it that speaking 
to a large live audience and communicating with people sitting at 
home in front of a television set are two completely different 
talents. The technique needed to do one, the experts say, is 
totally different than the other. The TV _ preachers have 
convinced me otherwise. They seem to have an uncanny ability 
to rivet the attention of both those in their auditorium and those 
at home in the.easy chair. 


BUT WHAT are they communicating? The same thing as the 
lottery hucksters, that’s what. It is a get-rich-quick scheme. I 
have listened in vain to hear something about inner discipline or 
self-sacrifice, or concern ‘for the less fortunate, or righteous 
indignation over the misuses of power and privilege or any of the 
other themes of the prophets of Israel or the itinerant Teacher 
from Nazareth. 


To the contrary, the promised rewards are not spiritual 
blessings at all. You'll get a newer car and a fancier house 
because God wants you to have it. If your neighbor doesn’t get 
the same, that is no concern of yours. Hear ye, the Gospel of 
Greed. :

BUT THE commentator made a further statement:

It was then I realized how far from 
true resignation, freedom and reverence my life has been.

In the past year, many have been alarmed by the re- 
emergence of anti-Catholic literature in the form of 
scurrilous comic books against the Pope. But now we have 
as alarming a situation within our own Church, and we 
need to be aware of a group of Catholics dedicated to 
creating division among us by fostering a lack of 
confidence in our bishops. 


An organization calling itself The Catholic Center is ~ 


holding workshops designed to create trouble for bishops 
with whom they disagree. Headed by Paul Weyrich, New 
Right political organizer, the center holds workshops for 
Catholics on how to discredit bishops — particularly those 
who support the recent peace pastoral — by destroying 
trust in them among their own people. 

THEY ENCOURAGE Catholics to place ads in 
secular newspapers, write letters to the papers and to the 
Vatican and generally disrupt diocesan efforts to make 
peace an option. Early targets are Bishops Hunthausen, 
Weakland, Quinn, Bernardin, and Walter Sullivan but 
others are also ‘‘suggested.”’ 

It can and will split our diocesan family if we allow this 
group to function successfully. I agree with Archbishop 
Weakland of Milwaukee who said about this effort, ‘‘We 
are confident that the faithful will recognize such latter 
tactics, especially where they stoop to slander or injustice,

clear on that score, too. 


The little frogs and lizards that find their way into our | 


home croak unharmed in the leafwell of the bromeliad or 
scuttle for cover behind the sofa cushions with impunity. 
If they should come to grief it is inadvertently, as when 
one or the other runs across a bare foot in the darkness of 
the night or falls with a soft, wet squelch on one’s cheek 
when sleeping. And then it is no more than a momentary 
paroxysm of panic — unpremeditated and so permissible, 
surely? 

I HAVE learned to respect flies and feel immense 
gratification in merely opening a window to allow them to 
fly free. Bees, too, of which I am afraid, have benefitted 
from this acquired compassion. But, alas, there is always 
that day when tempers fray and the poor, defenseless 
things will find themselves viciously attacked by poison 
sprays, swatters and anything else that lies to hand. 


My guilt is not only in reference to flying things. It 
seems impossible to act rationally, let alone reverently, on 
discovering spiders in the tub or shower. It is one thing to 
transfer them gently outdoors when one is fully clothed 
and armed with a paper bag, quite another when one is 


-undressed and ready for a shower. 


For some years it was difficult to sit comfortably in one 


area on the patio due to the proximity of a large colony of 


red ants — the kind whose sting raises great, burning 
welts of considerable duration. Reverently we learned to 
sit with feet upon the chairs and ignore the wild yelps and

frantic leaps of the dogs who were fair game for the 
marauders. Alas, once again the day came when 
frustration peaked, reverence evaporated and a half a 
gallon of gasoline disappeared down the access holes of the 
colony. 


TODAY WE may sit in comfort, feet on the ground, 
dogs comatose about us. But the peace is not total. 
Uneasy stirrings of guilt plague me at the awareness of 
that nearby massacre site. I have failed once more, killed 
wantonly and probably ineradicably altered the balance 
of nature. True, the situation was provocative. True, one 
could argue self-defense, but undeniably the odds were 
overwhelmingly in our favor! 


How, I wonder, did Jesus handle such situations? 
Living as He did in a land which harbored numerous 
camels, goats, sheep and asses, He must have 
encountered a goodly share of flies, fleas and other 
vermin. What form would His reverence for life have 
taken under assault? Would He, with His extraordinary 
power, merely have ordered them to leave and received 
obedient compliance? Would He perhaps, have found it 
necessary to discipline them somewhat — after all He 
disciplined the money-lenders in the temple and we are 
told to regard the body as the temple of the Spirit? 


Probably, were we to ask Him how far our reverence 
must extend, He would answer as He did once before, 
““Have I been with you so long, and still you do not 
understand?”’

N.W., Washington D.C: 20008) and to the Vatican 
Commission on Peace and Justice (Bishop Roger 
Mahoney, D.D., Pontifical Commission for Justice and 
Peace, P.O. Box 4237, Stockton, CA 95203); we write 
supportive letters to our bishop letting him know we 
realize what’s going on; at first sign of a workshop in our 


Good reasons for going to 


It may seem to some that going to daily Mass is a bit 
much. Sunday Mass, yes. After all, Sunday celebration of 
the Eucharist is indispensable to Catholic faith and 
practice. But weekday Mass too? There are good reasons 
some Catholics attend Mass frequently, if not daily, 
during the week. 

All prayer is good, but ‘‘every liturgical celebration 
(especially the Mass) is a sacred action surpassing all 
others because it is an action of Christ the priest and of 
His body the Church’’ (Constitution on the Liturgy, 7). 
The liturgy encompasses the Mass and the other 
sacraments as well as the Liturgy of the Hours. Although 
we need more than the liturgy to complete our Catholic 
piety, we will look in vain to find anything greater. 


DAILY MASS is an opportunity to be nourished both 
by word and sacrament. Each day we are presented with 
different readings from the sacred scriptures so that the 
treasures of the Bible are lavishly opened to us. Through 
His prophet Isaiah (55:10-11) God Himself tells us of the 
power of this Word: ‘‘Just as from the heavens the rain 
and snow come down and do not return there until they 
have watered the earth, making it fertile and fruitful, 


giving seed to him who sows and bread to him who eats, 
so shall My word be that goes forth from My mouth; it 
shall not return to Me void, but shall do My will, 
achieving the end for which I sent it.’ 


The word. of God in the scriptures is completed by the 
Word of God, Christ Himself, in the holy Eucharist. The 
word of God, as we are told in Isaiah, is like life-giving 
rain. The body and blood of Christ comes to us under the 
form of food and drink, bread and wine, so that we may 
realize that the Eucharist too, is life giving. 


The prayer of the Mass is powerful. I know a woman 
who went to Mass every day for 17 years to pray that her 
son would return to the Church. Finally some of his 
business friends talked him into making a weekend retreat 
with them, and as a result he began a new life in which he 
returned to the practice of his faith. Now his mother goes 
to daily Mass in thanksgiving. 

SOME PEOPLE simply feel that a day is incomplete 
without the Mass. They want to acknowledge their belief 


in God and they want to thank Him for His goodness. 
They want to express sorrow for their failures and to seek

If invited, we attend the workshop with the idea that 
Catholic Christianity is not a distrust-based political 
ideology but a peace-based community. We show these 
dissidents that we truly believe in the words, ‘‘They’ll 
know we are Christian by our love.’’ We should also pray 
that the Spirit will inflame these people with love rather 
than divisiveness. 


EVERY FAMILY has its troublemakers, those 
relatives determined to gain power by dissent or distrust 
— creating trouble by spreading rumors, discontent and 
division. St. Paul spoke of dissension in the flock in his 
first letter to the Corinthians: ‘‘I beg you, brothers, in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, to agree in what you say. 
Let there be no factions; rather, be united in mind and 
judgment. I have been informed, my brothers, by certain 
members of Chloe’s household that you are quarreling 
among yourselves. This is what I mean: One of you will 
say, ‘I belong to Paul,’ another, ‘I belong to Apollos,’ still 
another, ‘Cephas has my allegiance,’ and the fourth, ‘I 
belong to Christ.’ Has Christ, then, been divided into 
parts?”’ 

So it would seem, St. Paul. But don’t let God give up 
on us, just because of a few troubled siblings.

strength for the day. I find too that some Catholics have a 
strong religious instinct. They may be hard pressed to put 
into words their motives, but they genuinely recognize 
that the Mass makes present for us the greatest act of love 
the world has ever seen. They understand that the act 
symbolized by the crucifix is a reality in the Mass. 


When some Catholics are asked whether they are born 
again and are challenged as to whether they are saved, 
they may have no ready response. At daily Mass, 
however, they experience God’s love and they embrace* 
the power of Christ’s resurrection which comes to them in 
the holy Eucharist. They may never use technical terms, 
such as ‘‘the paschal mystery,’’ but they sense that the 
Mass is about going from sorrow to joy and from death to 
life. 


I am always impressed by seeing people at daily Mass. I 
have tried to indicate a few reasons for going to Mass 
frequently, but I think that each person cherishes his own 
personal motive for doing so. Why not try daily Mass? 
And ask a few of the people there why they have taken the 
trouble to come.

DESTRUCTION OF nuclear weapons will not 


eliminate the possibility of nuclear war because ‘‘we can’t 
get rid of the technology,’’ Atkinson noted. The only way 
to stop the extinction of the human race is to ‘‘change the 
way we think about war,”’ he said. 


“We are one interdependent planet,’’ Carol 
Studebaker said. ‘‘We have to learn to share where we 
live. We have to identify with the fact that we are one. We 
share our life support system with Russia — we’re one 
world,’’ she explained. 


People live on one ‘‘big blue marble of earth, either we 
live together or die together,’’ Studabaker © said. 
Acknowledging that elimination of conflict is not possible, 
Studebaker said people had to learn to solve conflict in 
‘“‘some other way.’ 


‘““WE NEED to move beyond seeing ourselves as a 
family, race or clan to seeing the whole of all humanity,”’ 
Studebaker said. 

‘“‘We have to move to identifying ourselves as a whole 
— one human race, one earth.’’ Atkinson said. Beyond 
War’s goal is worldwide, he said. 

Atkinson said he realized the goal may seem 
‘“‘somewhat idealistic.’’ But he noted that all ‘‘movements 
have started with a leading creative edge,’’ citing the civil 
rights and women’s movements as examples. 

BEYOND WAR organizers hope to get 5 percent of the 
population to believe in its idea, Atkinson said. ‘‘When 
you get five percent of the people to believe in an idea, 
you say it is embedded,’’ he said, quoting statistical 
experts. “‘When 20 percent believe,’ you say it is 
unstoppable,’’ he added. 


The United States is a ‘‘good place to start because’’ of 
the great diversity of religions and cultures found here, 
Atkinson said. While conflict between different groups 
exists in the U.S., ‘‘we don’t take bombs to each other,”’ 
he noted. 


To spread the Beyond War idea, Atkinson and his wife, 
Judy, have given presentations to a number of local small 
groups. The Atkinsons have given the Beyond War 
presentation to a number of diocesan parishes including 
Our Lady of Mount Carmel, Rancho Penasquitos; 
Church of the Resurrection, Escondido; St. Mary 
Church, Escondido; Our Lady of Grace Church, El 
Cajon; and St. Martin Church, La Mesa. 


BEYOND WAR represents a new frontier for the 
human race — a place ‘‘we’ve never gone to before. We 
don’t know how it will be like,’’ Atkinson said. 


Admonishing critics who have said the movement 
should start with the Soviet Union, Atkinson said Beyond 
War “‘has to start with the U.S.’’ because of the political 
situation in the Soviet Union. ‘‘If two people argue, one 
has to change or you go nowhere,”’ he explained. 


The Beyond War movement is active in more than 175 
communities throughout California. It is also found in 21 
other states, including Oregon, Washington, Colorado 
and Arizona. 

EACH YEAR Beyond War gives an award to an 
individual or group which has worked toward the 
promotion of peace. The U.S. Catholic bishops received 
the 1983 Beyond War Award for their pastoral letter on 
nuclear weapons.

“Instead of staying behind lock- 
ed doors, I’m interested in coming 
out and getting something done,”’ 
said Bridget Healy. 

‘Four years ago,’ she con- 
tinued, “‘I was living in a building 
with no heat and no hot water. 
People were coming in at night 
and stealing the pipes from one 
whole side of the building! We 
got the tenants together, had 
meetings in the lobby and began 
to hope that we could change 
things.” 

With 10 neighbors and 
parishioners in New York’s South 
Bronx, Ms. Healy formed a group 
at St. Athanasius Parish. Together 
they planned ways of working 
to improve living condi- 
tions in an area known by many 
for its acres of abandoned 
buildings and vicious crime. 

‘“We want to be able to say 
‘this is what is happening in our 
neighborhood. This is what. needs 
to be done and this is what we’re 
willing to fight for,’’’ added Angel 
Garcia. 

He heads the 5-year-old People 
for Change organization that is 
working with South Bronx 
parishes to give people a voice in 
what happens to them and their 
neighborhoods.

In a South Bronx neighborhood, 

writes Suzanne Elsesser, parishioners 

are joining together to fight for the kind 
of community they want. And fighting fear 


is the first battle. 


Waiting for a meeting to start, I _ 
chatted briefly with Georgia Hud- 
son who pointed to her sister-in- 
law, Anna Hudson, sitting across 
from her bundled in a heavy 
winter coat and wool cap. “‘An- 
na’s the one who got me to come. 
She’s the one who knows what’s 
going on,”’ she said. 

“Yes,” the sister-in-law 
responded with a laugh. “I’m out 
at meetings so much I’m just 
never at home. It’s fun though. 
You come over here and people 
say ‘Hi, how are you doing?’ and 
it makes you feel at home.” 

She added that the parish group 
and People for Change have 
targeted five neighborhood 
buildings in which to organize and 
train the tenants to speak for 
themselves. They'll talk to the 
groups about such things as heat, 
plumbing that works, front door 
locks, pest control and adequate 
lighting in hallways. 


The group discussed particular 
neighborhood buildings that. might 
need work. Then Olga Rosario 
raised an additional topic. 

“Our problem,’’ she said, “‘is 
that we're afraid. Before we give 
training in how to renovate a 
building, we need to train people 
to overcome their fear.”’ 

She added: ‘‘We’re equals, but 
we don’t always see ourselves that 
way. We can be scared of anyone 
we think is higher than us, like a 
landlord or a lawyer or a judge.”’ 

As they rose to leave with plans 
to meet again in two weeks, the 
group paused in prayer. They had 
opened their meeting with a 
prayer for the ability to change 
what can be changed, the courage 
to accept what cannot and the 
wisdom to know the difference. 

Now they praised God, thanking 
him for the opportunities that are 
theirs and the people he has 
brought to help them. 


Stepping out into the cold, dark 
night from the warmth of the rec- 
tory, a woman paused to say: 
“You know, this is my 
neighborhood. I moved away for 
a while, but I’m back now. I'ma 
fighter and I’m going to fight for 
our rights here.”’ 

As she spoke, another woman 
came down the high stone steps 
struggling with two heavy plastic 
shopping bags filled with canned 
goods. She smiled as she passed 
on her way to the bus stop. 

Garcia followed and waited 
with her for awhile. ‘‘She had her 
money stolen today after she cash- 
ed her check. So she came to the 
rectory for some food,”’ he told 
me later. ‘‘I stayed with her 
because I didn’t want anyone to 
rip her off again while she was 
waiting for the bus.”’ 

It was never mentioned 
outright, but this group was the 
start of a self-help program like 
those mentioned by the U.S. 
Catholic bishops in the first draft 
of their pastoral letter on the 
U.S. economy. 

‘Fostering self-help pro- 
grams...is an effective way to at- 
tack poverty,”’ the draft of the 
bishops’ letter said.

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Paul and Mike and Gail

Consider the story of two 
laymen who live in different 
parishes. Paul works for a data 
processing firm. Married and the 
father of three children, he 
teaches seventh grade religion; he 
ushers at Sunday Mass; he often 
conducts Saturday morning devo- 
tional services. 

Paul’s life centers around the 
church. 

Mike is a public school ad- 
ministrator. His work occasionally 
requires him to attend community 
meetings one or two evenings 
weekly. As a result, Mike guards 
his time and energy for his family 
and a pet civic responsibility. 

His parish participation includes 
Mass each week with his family. 
Occasionally they linger for the 
social hour. 

Paul defines his lay role in the 
church in terms of his church 
ministry. 

Mike says he is coming to see 
his professional commitment, his 
family life and his volunteer work 
in local political campaigns as his 
ministry. Parish liturgies and adult 
education offerings are helping 
Mike to see that his life ‘“‘on the 
outside’ holds something the 
church values. 

Twenty years ago the Second 
Vatican Council called the church 
to a new kind of pilgrimage. I 
remember the excitement of news 
stories at that time explaining 
what the council had to say about 
the laity’s role in the world: that 
“the laity by their vocation seek 
the kingdom of God by engaging 
in temporal affairs.’’ 

Increasingly since that time, lay 
women and men have moved into 
new roles within the church, part- 
ly because of institutional need — 
fewer clergy and Religious. 

An equally important reason is 
the laity’s new self-concept. Like - 
Paul, they realize that their com- 
petencies and gifts can be put to 
good use within the church. 

A real challenge, though, is to 
develop ways of supporting the 
laity’s role as the church in the 
world — ways of supporting Mike 
and others like him. 

This is what the U.S. bishops 
had in mind when they wrote in a 
1980 statement on the laity: ‘‘In 
those areas of life in which they 
are uniquely present and within 
which they have special com- 
petency because of their particular 
talents, education and experience, 
(the laity) are an extension of the 
church’s redeeming presence in 
the world.”’ F 

Lay ministry in the parish and 
the lay witness in the world aren’t 
exclusive of each other, however. 

Consider one more story — that 
of Gail. A single parent of two 


teen-agers, Gail is employed full 
time as a librarian and serves as a 
parish lector. 2 

A few years ago her parish held 
a seminar series on ‘‘Gifts and 
Ministry.’ Over several weeks, lay 
people identified talents, prayed 
together and studied the evolving 
role of the laity in today’s church. 

In a very real way, Gail reports, 
the seminar helped her recognize 
that she has a genuine mission, 
first in the family where she main- 
tains a consciously Christian home 

*through prayer; 

*through the practice of 
hospitality; 

eand through the willingness to 
work through conflict toward 
forgiveness and reconciliation. 

She now sees too that her Chris- 
tian role reaches into her career 
and her relationships with clients 
and co-workers. 

And she is gifted organizational- 
ly. So she chose to share that gift 
by supporting her children’s 
drama club. 

Finally, she decided she would 
serve her parish as a reader at 
Mass — bringing to this her feel- 
ing for Scripture and her belief in 
the power of God’s Word. 

Gail’s parish helped her to 
recognize the strength of her 
ministry in the world and to 
discover a new ministry within 
the parish as well. °

A girl who had 12 years of 
Catholic education left the church 
shortly after her high school 
graduation.

on work and faith at the Universi- 
ty of Notre Dame. 

They were people ‘“‘we have no 
effective way to tap into” under 
ordinary circumstances, he ex- 
plained. When church leaders 
want to consult with lay 
Catholics, it’s usually those who 
are active in church ministry, he 
said. And ‘‘the number of people 
involved with church ministry is 
miniscule. 

“The greatest number of lay 
persons work in society,’’ Bishop 
Hoffman said. ‘‘Their primary role 
is to shape institutions by their 
work there.”’ 

The church hasn’t yet found 


sufficient ways of supporting them 


— the Catholic politicians, the 
corporation executives, the 
teachers in public institutions, he 
added. 

“There needs to be a way these 
folks can have spiritual nourish- 
ment — I’m willing to look at 
that,’’ he said. 

The bishop thinks this could be 
a two-way street. ‘‘My sense is a 
lot could be gained by the total 
church if the voices of the many 
could be heard,”’ he said. 

On the bishop’s wish list is fin- 
ding some way of reaching more 
of these lay Catholics. ‘‘But we 
have no established forum now 
for consulting on°a regular basis 
with them,” he said. 

He suggested one way might be 
to establish a National Council of 
Catholic Laity. 

He also suggested starting on 
the local level first, where some 
framework for consulting these 
‘‘experienced, talented folks’’ 
might be established.

Bishop Hoffman indicated he 
learned a great deal during his 
tenure on the laity committee. 

An important lesson was 
discovering that the bishop’s 
primary concerns are not 
necessarily those of the laity. 

“I could come in with an agen- 
da — say, to implement the 
bishops’ pastoral letter on peace 
in the nuclear age — and I'd have 
to back up and address what the 
laity wanted to talk about first,”’ 
the bishop said. 

For many lay persons, ‘‘mar- 
riage and the family are the heart 
of the matter,’’ he said. 

Once he discovered this, Bishop 


Hoffman said, the way to proceed 


often was close at hand. For exam- 
ple people readily can see that war 
and peace issues affect family life 
and children — since they affect the 
very future of the world as well 

as each family, he said.

“Groups like this one are great 
because they are an opportunity 
for me to discuss my faith with 
others who also are interested in 
it,’ Joan was saying. “‘I don’t get 
many opportunities like that 
othetwise.”’ 

Joan was a wife, mother and 
real-estate agent with a profound 
interest in the church’s social- 
justice ministry.

Their diverse backgrounds and 
interests offer group participants 
an Opportunity to share insights 
and to learn from each other in 
refreshing ways. But their varied

challenge: to find some common 
ground. One group leader told 
how his group began to move 
forward when it developed a 
common mission — a simple 
project to aid poor families in 
the local community. 

The participants in Joan’s 
group experienced a sense of 
growth over the weeks they met. 
And, although most in the group 
were only casual acquaintances 
at the beginning, they came to 
care much about each other. 

At the same time, their dif- 
ferent backgrounds didn’t disap- 
pear from view, with everyone 
becoming identical in their ap- 
proaches to daily Christian liv- 
ing. Perhaps, as one parishioner 
suggested, that isn’t the goal of 
such groups. 


Groups like the one Joan par- 
ticipated in are becoming an in- 
creasingly common dimension of 
the life of the church’s lay peo- 
ple. Individuals say the groups 
are not only an opportunity to 
discover what it means to serve 
the church and the world as 
Christian people, but an oppor- 
tunity to get to know each other 
better. 

They say they learn to call 
each other by name. They come 
to realize how much the Chris- 
tian life is valued by others close 
at hand. They say they hope that 
will build new bridges in the 
church.

When Thomas More was a 
young man, he thought about 
becoming a monk. In fact, for 
several years he lived in a 
monastery. But he decided God 
was calling him to marry and to 
have a family. 

He studied at Oxford University 
and became a lawyer. He married 
Jane Colt and they had four 
children. Thomas was a family 
man. He seemed to enjoy most 
the time he could spend with his 
family at home. 

The family lived in a beautiful 
home not far from London. They 
enjoyed entertaining their many 
friends. 

Thomas More became one of 
the most important people in 
16th-century England. He was one 
of the most intelligent and best- 
educated men in Europe. Scholars 
came from many countries to 
learn from him. He taught his 
children himself. 

A famous student of Thomas 


was Henry VIII, king of England. 
The king was impressed with how 
intelligent Thomas was. He loved 
Thomas as a friend. King Henry 
sent him as a personal represen- 
tative to other countries and made 
him a knight.

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Praying with pope 
was visit ‘highlight’ 


NEW YORK (NC) — To Auxiliary Bishop Emerson 
Moore of New York, the most memorable part of the Jan. 
3 visit by the Rev. Jesse Jackson to Pope John Paul II was 
not revealed at the press conference Jackson held 
afterward. 


“‘For me, the high point came toward the end of the 
visit when Jesse asked the Holy Father, ‘Can we pray?’”’ 
Bishop Moore, who accompanied Jackson to Rome, said 
in an interview at his Harlem rectory Jan. 15. 


HE SAID Jackson, a Baptist minister, also asked if 
they could join hands as they prayed, and though the pope 
at first seemed a little taken aback by the request, he 
readily agreed. ‘‘I guess people don’t often ask him to join 
hands and pray,’’ Bishop Moore said. 


Also participating in the meeting, he said, was the Rev. 
Herbert Daughtry, a Pentecostal minister from New 
York who was among those arrested at the New York 
Consulate of South Africa Dec. 5, the same day Bishop 
Moore was arrested. Bishop Moore said the pope gave 
one hand to Jackson and the other to Daughtry, and 
Bishop Moore completed the circle at the pope’s desk. 


They prayed in silence, Bishop Moore said, and since 
the conversation had just been dealing with Jackson’s 
request that the pope visit South Africa, that country 
became the subject of his own prayer. ‘‘I was asking the 
Lord in some way to make life better for those people,”’ 
Bishop Moore said. 


* IN THE 20-minute visit, Bishop Moore said, Jackson 
did most of the talking, and the pope was mostly listening. 
He said Jackson originally intended to focus on his 
request for a South African papal visit, but later decided 
to make it only one among a number of other topics. 


The bishop said he thought a papal visit to South Africa 
could be helpful, and he expected the pope to give 
Jackson’s request serious consideration. ‘‘Of course, I 
don’t think the South African government will institute 
changes overnight,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s going to be a long, 
long struggle.’’ 


Bishop Moore, who had earlier revealed that he voted 
for Jackson in the New York Democratic primary last 
year, said there was ‘‘no doubt in my mind that Jesse is 
the most prominent spokesman in the black community of 
the United States.’ By granting him an audience, he 
said, the pope was encouraging all people to ‘‘realize their 
full potential and not be handicapped by the color of their 
skin.”’ 


WHILE BISHOP Moore was at the Vatican he called 
on African Cardinal Bernardin Gantin, head of the 
Congregation for Bishops and a personal friend. ‘‘When I 
mentioned why I was there,’’ he said, ‘‘he just lit up and 
said it was very important that the Holy Father see Jesse 
Jackson.’

Regan asked to apologize for alleged insult to nuns

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Catholic Health 
Association has asked Treasury Secretary Donald T. 
Regan to issue ‘‘a prompt, public apology”’ for allegedly 
claiming that Catholic nuns who run hospitals often have 
heads that ‘‘aren’t screwed on tight.”’ 


In a Jan. 14 telegram to President Reagan demanding 
the apology from the Treasury secretary, CHA also 
sought a meeting with Reagan to discuss plans for 
‘“‘continued arbitrary cutbacks’’ in reimbursements for 
Medicare and Medicaid, the federal government’s health 
programs for the elderly and poor. 


THE REMARKS by Regan, who is Catholic, 
appeared Jan. 7 in one paragraph of a two-page Newsweek 
magazine article about Regan. It quoted Regan as 
saying: 

““My heart cannot bleed for many hospitals hurt by 
limits on Medicare payments, even those run by Roman 
Catholic nuns.... Their hearts are big, but their heads 
aren't screwed on tight. Most of them need new 
management.’’ 


In the CHA telegram to the White House, John E. 
Curley Jr., CHA president, said Regan’s apparent 
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comment “‘insults the thousands of women Religious who 
dedicate their very lives to caring for the sick and the 
injured.’’ The Treasury official, expected to become 
presidential chief of staff, ‘‘displays a woeful ignorance of 
the true state of Catholic health care in the United 
States,’’ Curley added in the telegram. 

“BEYOND THE prejudice in Secretary Regan’s 
slurs, Mr. President, I am concerned that his remarks will 
be construed as confirming the belief already shared by 
many that this administration does not fully comprehend 


‘the serious threat posed to our nation’s health care by 


shortsighted attempts to control costs,’’ Curley said. 


He said that ‘‘arbitrary cutbacks’’ in Medicare and 
Medicaid ‘‘could result in a return to second-class health 
care for many of our citizens, especially the poor and the 
elderly.”’ 


William J. Cox, CHA vice president of government 
services, said at a Washington news conference Jan. 15 
that the nuns who administer hospitals have ‘‘a tough, 
tough assignment. It may be even more difficult to run a 
hospital today than to be secretary of the Treasury.’’ 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT officials were not 


available for comment.

legislation for early California, legislation 
that would affect Indians, soldiers, 
military commander, naval men, post 
office officials, missionaries, colonists, the 
college, the palace and the Council of the 
Indies in Spain. ’ 

The 22 points in the report covered 
practically every phase of activity about 
the missionary enterprise. Serra devoted 
the greatest amount of space to the 
military governor of Monterey and why 
he should be replaced. Unless Pedro 
Fages were removed from office, the 
development of the missions would be 
impaired. 

Serra suggested Jose Francisco Ortega 
as a replacement, noting that ‘‘insofar as 
I have observed, in commanding soldiers 
he is firm without being offensive, is 
prudent and judicious.”’ 


To better satisfy the soldiers, Serra 
suggested that a warehouse be built for 
them, that the price of goods be regulated 
and the soldiers’ annual pay increased. 
He suggested the recruitment of married 
soldiers. 

EACH MISSION was to have a 
majordomo, or missionary soldier, who 
would supervise, under the padre the 


manual and economic duties at the 
missions as had been done in Baja 
California. 

Serra asked that the ‘‘immemorial 
custom’? be restored in California 
whereby the management, command, 


‘punishment and education of the baptized 


Indians and those ready to receive 
baptism remain under the friars 
exclusively. Only crimes of blood were to 
be reserved to the military. All 
punishments then would be inflicted only 
after consultation with the missionary in 
charge. 


The presidente’s report covered many 
other aspects of the missionary program 
in Alta California. In concluding his 
representacion, Serra promised to abide 
scrupulously by the decisions of the 
government. 


THE DOCUMENT is, in many ways, 
a frank expose of needs and difficulties. 
Serra made definite, concrete proposals 
and showed himself a man of practical 
affairs. He sought legislation that covered 
every possible mission relationship and, 
in so doing, he became the sponsor of the 
first body of laws to govern early 
California.

Pope plans to join in Palm 
Sunday procession of youths

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II plans to join an estimated 100,000 
youths in a Palm Sunday procession 
scheduled as part of celebrations marking 
the U.N. International Youth Year. 


The March 31 morning procession 
from Castel Sant’Angelo to St. Peter’s 
Basilica is planned for the day after a 
lengthy meeting between the pope and 
youths at Rome’s Basilica of St. John 
Lateran. 


AT THE meeting, youths are 
scheduled to address the pope on their 
concerns. The pope and Cardinal 
Eduardo Pironio, president of the 
Pontifical Council for the Laity, also plan 
to speak. After the meeting youths are 
scheduled to attend prayer vigils 
conducted in their native languages at 
several churches surrounding the basilica. 


During a Jan. 17 press conference at 
the Vatican, Cardinal Pironio said the 
celebration theme echoes that ofthe U.N. 
International Youth Year: ‘‘Peace, 
Development, Participation.”’ 


Cardinal Pironio stressed young 
people’s potential ‘‘to create a new world 
in justice and peace.’’ 


“THE YOUTH already represent’ 45 
percent of the world’s population,’’ he 
said, adding that ‘‘more than 50 percent 
of the population of Latin America is 
made up of youth.”’ 


“The future of humanity will depend 
on the fundamental ethical choices which 
the youth of today make,’’ said Cardinal 
Pironio. He said that ‘‘explains why the 
Church proclaims the preferential option 
for youth together with the preferential 
option for the poor.”’ 


The cardinal said that Italian youths 
will be the majority in the Vatican 
celebrations, but representatives from 
other countries, including Poland and 


Yugoslavia, are scheduled to participate. 

A NUMBER of youths are also 
scheduled to come from the United 
States, he said. They are to include 
delegates from the Archdiocese of Los 


Angeles, the cardinal said. Matt 
Knowlton, a youth minister in the 
archdiocese and member of the Council 


for the Laity, has led efforts to send local 
representatives to the meeting, he said. 


Father Peter Coughlan, undersecretary 
for the Council on the Laity, said youths 
in several Third World countries have 
expressed interest in attending the 
meeting. The council is trying to find 
funding for them. 


Father Coughlan said the meeting, 
which gives young people ‘‘a feeling of 
the universal Church,’’ is especially 
important for youths in countries where 
Christians are a minority. 


BISHOP PAUL Cordes, vice 
president of the Council for the Laity, 
said that the council agreed to sponsor the 
event after reading how much last year’s 
Jubilee Year of the Redemption youth 
celebration meant to participants. That 
celebration, marked by three days of 
religious instruction, - prayer and 
entertainment, gave young people an 
experience of ‘‘internationality,’’ he said. 


In a Dec. 8 letterto bishops, the council 
also encouraged local churches to hold 
similar meetings.

Washington Letter

WASHINGTON (NC) The slowly simmering 
dispute between the U.S. government and challengers of 
its decision to exchange ambassadors with the Vatican 
boiled up again in late 1984 and early 1985 as both sides 
let off a little steam trading new comments. 


The Justice Department presented its views in a brief it 
filed in November, urging court dismissal of the lawsuit 
brought by Americans United for Separation of Church 
and State opposing the diplomatic ties. 

AMERICANS UNITED offered a rebuttal inthe 
January issue of its magazine, Church and State. 


As far as the Justice Department is concerned, grounds 
for dismissing the challenge exist in several areas: 


e Americans United cannot demonstrate an injury 
to opponents of diplomatic ties. 


e The issue is a political one, involving presidential 
power to conduct foreign relations, not a judicial 
problem; and 


e Establishment of diplomatic relations does not 


indicate U.S. government favor for the Catholic Church. 


The government’s arguments are similar to those 
presented in the 98th Congress when the exchange of 
ambassadors with the Vatican was criticized in 
congressional hearings on the dispute. 


WHETHER THE court, like Congress, will decide 
that adversaries of the diplomatic relationship have no 
basis for their opposition, is open to speculation. 


“‘For a variety of reasons, this action (case) should be 
dismissed,’’ said the Justice Department in its brief, filed 
in Philadelphia with U.S. District Court. 


The Justice Department rejected the claims by 
Americans United that remarks of Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
Vatican pronuncio, in a speech at the Catholic University 
of America, shows the Vatican is a religious institution. 


ARCHBISHOP LAGHI, in that speech, said that 
“‘the Catholic Church is the only religious body that I 
know of that engages in direct relations with various 
states.’’ He added that “‘it is, therefore, the pope’s 
religious authority which confers upon him the classical 
right of legation, a diplomatic standing in the world. 
Those who interpret papal diplomacy as emanating from 
temporal sovereignty are failing to understand the true 
nature of the mission of the Holy See.’’ 


As if answering both Americans United and 
Archbishop Laghi, the Justice Department maintained 
that source of the Holy See’s right to diplomatic activity is 
irrelevant.

NEW YORK (NC) — The amoral 
world of international espionage is re- 
created faithfully in Man from Moscow, a 
three-part series airing Feb. 1, 8 and 15, 
9-10 p.m. on PBS. 


The dramatization is based on the 
autobiography of Greville Wynn, a 
British businessman whose travels in 


Eastern Europe served to cover his 
activities as a courier for British military 
intelligence. It recounts Wynn’s role in 
one of the most significant intelligence 
coups of the Cold War — penetrating the 
security of the Kremlin through a highly 
placed Soviet military informant. 


THE OFFICER was Col. Oleg 
Penkovsky of Soviet military intelligence, 
who began passing information to the 
West in the early 1960s. An invaluable 
source, Penkovsky gave not only the 
detailed plans for such Soviet operations 
as the Berlin Wall and the missile bases in 
Cuba, but also about Moscow’s strategy 
and military capabilities. 

Within two years, Penkovsky and 
Wynn were in the hands of the Soviet 
secret police and forced to cooperate in 
the 1963 staging of a show trial for the

world’s press. Penkovsky received the 
death penalty and Wynn later was 
exchanged for a Soviet spy. 


Knowing the outcome of this Cold War 
incident in no way detracts from the 
tension and suspense of the 
dramatization. Everyone is playing for 
keeps in a ‘‘game’’ in which there are no 
rules and the stakes are life and death. 


WHAT DISTINGUISHES this from > 


others in the spy genre is its attention to 
the human dimension of its two 
principals. Wynn (David Calder) is a 
loyal citizen doing what he considers his 
duty. Penkovsky (Christopher Roxycki) 
is a Russian patriot doing what he can to 
overthrow his totalitarian government. 
Both are idealists and, although 
concerned about their families, are 
willing to risk their lives for their nation. 


In contrast, the professional 
intelligence officers who direct their 
activities are presented as coolly detached 
careerists who care little about the means 
or the human cost of getting what they 
want. They are concerned about 
Penkovsky’s safety only because if 
captured, Soviet interrogators would get 
from him all he knew about Western 
agents and intelligence operations. 


The picture presented here of super- 
secret agencies and their petty, 
intramural rivalries — both Western 
intelligence services and Soviet ones — is 
not edifying. Its final images are of 
Penkovsky’s death and the unanswerable 
question of whether his sacrifice, and that 
of so many others, can be justified in the 
name of national security.

Populist hero is depicted in Protocol

NEW YORK (NC) — In Protocol 
(Warners), Goldie Hawn does her version 
of a Mr. Smith Goes to Washington-style 
populist hero. 


True, the antecedents of her seemingly 
dizzy blonde cocktail waitress heroine, 
Sunny, are a bit less mainline than most 
Frank Capra heroes. She’s a divorcee, 
and, apartments being hard to find in 
Washington, she lives in domestic 
tranquility with a male homosexual 
couple. 


BUT WHEN she becomes a media 
celebrity after thwarting the assassination 
of a visiting Arab leader, whose 
strategically located emirate would make 
a dandy Americian military base, she 
develops all the right stuff, including an 
ability to speak patriotic monologues 
straight from the heart. (Judy Holliday in 
Born Yesterday is another. obvious 
model.) 


Some nasty State Department types 
want to sell her down the Gulf to the 
Emir, whose gratitude has turned to 


either lust or true love — it’s never quite 
clear —-but our Sunny is too smart for 
them, and in a rousing finale sets 
everything to rights by delivering one of 
the aforementioned monologues to a 
congressional committee. 


This is a moderately entertaining 
comedy tailored to Hawn’s talents. Buck 
Henry’s script has some good lines as well 
as a couple of tasteless, less inspired ones, 
and director Herbert Ross never allows 
things to drag too much — though the 
standard wild party scene goes on much 
too long, as such scenes are wont to do. 


ONE OFFENSIVE note is the movie’s 
depiction of the Arabs throughout as 
oversexed buffoons. 


Also, it would have helped if Hawn’s 
screen persona here was just a touch less 
lovable and adorable. 


There are some sexually oriented jokes, 
and the U.S. Catholic Conference has 
classified it A-II — adolescents and 
adults.

HIS EX AND HER EX 


Dealing with former spouses is one of the most emotionally charged issues and conflict 
areas a couple can face, particularly in situations where they need to maintain ongoing 
contact in regards to their children from the previous marriage. No matter how solid and 
satisfying one’s current marriage is, contacts with exes can create considerable tension. 
Jealousy and rivalries often exist, even where there is no apparent reason. 

A person cannot erase his or her history or the reality of certain current needs of contact, 
as in the case of dealings about children. It is often helpful to be able to express feelings of 
jealousy or insecurity openly, so that one’s current partner can be more reassuring and 
supportive. It may also be helpful to let a spouse know how and when you would prefer 
they deal with an ex-mate. For example, perhaps calls about children should be made at 
some special time when they will not interfere with private time. Such a specific, forthright 
approach is bound to be more satisfying than anger or painful accusations.
